Mr. Panter, who is the 
son of the late Mr. G. W. Panter, of Fox- 
rocx, spent some time in France before he 
came to Trinity College. He spoke French 
fluently while still a boy. I met him first 
during the production of two French plays 
in the Little Theatre opposite the Gresham 
Hotel, just after the War, and was struck 
by the flair.which he showed for journalistic 
work. He was also an exceedingly keen 
photographer, and used to spend a great 
deal of time at Malahide, photographing 
the terns which are to be found there. 
When he left Trinity he went abroad 
again, and spent some time in Cologne as 
correspondent for one of the London 
papers: before, settling in Munich as the 
correspondent of the Daily Telegraph. 
Trinity men of an: older generation will 
remember his two older brothers, who 
were in College just before the War. Both 
were extremely popular, and both joined 
the Army on the outbreak of hostilities.

the control of forestry work in the 

Free State would indicate that the 
Government is about te embark on an exten- 
sive programme of reafforestation, which has 
been under consideration for some time. 
The rate of tree-planting in the country 
during the past few years, has averaged about 
4,500 acres a year, which scarcely more than 
balances the rate of timber-cutting. During 
the Great War Ireland, like many other of 
the allied countries, over-cut its timber to a 
great extent, with the result that to-day its 
resources are depleted. Expense has, since 
the establishment of the Free State, been the 
factor which has delayed the embarkation on 
any extensive scheme of re-afforestation, and 
there has been a tendency to cut down the 
votes for the Forestry Branch of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. The vote for the present 
year was £62,000. 
Under the scheme which the Government 
is considering at present the rate of planting 
would be considerably increased with several 
objects in view, the immediate objective 
being the reduction in the figures for rural 
unemployment. Ultimately, in seventeen to 
twenty-two years, such trees as sitka spruce 
would be ready for cutting for the making of 
wood pulp, while the larger timber for the 
wood-working industry would reach maturity 
in about thirty-five years. 
The scheme will, in its initial stages, princi- 
pally affect the waste lands of the Gaeltacht, 
but it is proposéd to extend it to bog lands 
in other parts of the Free State, chiefly the 
gréat central plain, where there exists about 


750,000 acres of water-logged land. 
COST 23/- AN ACRE. 


It is proposed to co-ordinate the work of 
draining and reclaiming the bogs with the 
work of afforestation. More than a century 
ago, in 1810, the British Government sent a 
Commission to Ireland, which, after four 
years’ work, at a cost of £50,000, submitted 
a detailed report, which stated that the re- 
clamation could be carried out and the bogs 
planted at a cost of approximately twenty- 
three shillings an acre. The Commission sug- 
gested that half of the reclaimed land could 
be utilised for farming purposes, while the 
remainder could be planted with trees. 

The findings of the Commission were never 
put into effect. Later, in 1883, the British 
Government sent another investigator to Ire- 
land—a Danish Forestry Conservator, Mr. D, 
Howitz—who reported in a Commons paper 
in the following year. Mr. Howitz princi- 
pally concerned himself with forestry in re- 
gard to drainage, and he expressed the 
opinion that the planting of the hillsides with 
trees would materially assist in the prevention 
of the silting up of rivers. f 
Other investigators have reported that this 
systematic tree-planting would raise the mean 
temperature of lreland by two degrees, giving 
the country a climate like that of the Channel 
Islands, which would be of considerable 
benefit to the agricultural industry.

service. The capital outlay is small, and 
their cost of maintenance very low. The 
electric boiler has very good regulating 


qualities, and operation is very simple, Such 
boilers are either heated by _ resistances 
(immersion heaters) or by electrodes, the 
water being used as resistance, which,glves a 
very high efficiency. The latter type of 
boiler has been built for capacities up to 
50,000 kw. in Canada, and has been con- 
structed for voltages up to 35 kv., and for 
steam pressures up to 1,800lb. to the square 
inch.

HUGE IMPORTS. 


Last year the Irish Free State imported 
paper and paper manufactures to the value 
of £1,212,214, and artificial silk yarn and 
kindred manufactures to the value of 
£349,181, and the present Government are 
anxious that hoth these commodities shall 
he made in the country.. There is also a 
scheme for the production of industrial alcohol 
from potatoes and surplus grain, and this 
would be avgmented from the by-products of 
the pulp mills. 

Financing the Government’s new scheme 
will be an important matter, and as it has 
heen decided to make forestry part of a 
fovernment department instead of placing 1t 
under the control of a Commission, it may be 
anticipated that the money will be sought by 
means of bills in the Dail, if the approval of 
the Minister for Finance can he obtained for 
such an extensive scheme of development.

HOURS. 


Mr. Edwin Barker, of the Institute of 
International Affairs, London, addressed a 
meeting of the Dublin Rotary Club yester- 
day, his subject being ‘International 
Remedies for Unemployment.” 

‘Mr. T. Montford, President, occupied 
the chair. 

Mr. Barker said that unemployment was 
primarily a problem of organisation.’ The first 
essential condition was disarmament; for, 
without a sense of international security, it 
would be impossible to proceed with industrial 
reorganisation on an international basis. The 
essential preliminary to disarmament was the 
recognition of equality of the powers to come 
together to discuss the subject, and this 
related particularly to Germany. The indivi- 
dualistic and competitive metheds of conduct- 


periodic unemployment in the nineteenth and 
the early part of the twentieth centuries. Of 
the factors which became important after the 
Great War, probably the most important 
were war debts and reparations, the loss of 
old markets for manufactured goods owing to 
the fact that countries supplying raw 
materials in the East and in Africa became 
‘manufacturing countries; political insecurity 
and uncertainty gave rise to economic 
nationalism and isolationist policies; tre. 
mendous increase in technical efficiency, 
which, owing to the prevalence of indivi- 
dvalism and competition, and to the lack of 
international co-operative machinery and 
inexperience in using that which we had, 
became a source of unemployment and 
poverty. 


INTERNATIONAL SECURITY. 


The international remedies to be sought 
after immediately were :—Disarmament as a 
means of increasing the sense of international 
security; equality as between the Great 
Powers ; scaling down war debts and abandon- 
ment of all reparations payments; achieve- 
ment of tariff agreements as a prelude to 
scaling down tariff walls; the achievement of 
an “Hours of Work Convention” as a 
prelude to reducing the hours of work. 


The arguments for reducing the hours 
of work were unanswerable if the 
work is proceeded with internationally. 
The conditions would include safety 


regulations, factory legislation and codes, un- 
employment insurance, and regulation of 


concerted effort should be made to pursue 
public works as a method of stimulating con- 
sumption and using the abundant credit avail- 
able. The problem of unemployment, he said, 
was primarily a problem of organisation, 
necessitating the eradication of old habits and 
their substitution by new principles of co- 
operation, in which the standard of living 
mist. be regulated. 


TARIFFS A HINDRANCE. 


Mr. Charles Jacob, moving a vote of thanks 
to Mr. Barker, said that they would all agree 
that the wiping out of war debts and the 
coming to some agreement with regard to 
them was essential to prosperity and employ- 
ment. As to tariffs, they all. knew that they 
were a great hindrance to trade. He hoped 
that the convention on the hours of work 
would come into effect. He remembered when 
the hours of work in Dublin were 60 per week. 
That was reduced to 54, and again to 48. No 
one would like to go back to these old hours. 
He believed the time was coming when there 
would be a general reduction in the hours, and 
when improvements in machinery would be 
sufficiently productive, so as to give the 
workers more leisure.. A 42-hours week would 
be good, and would add to the health of the 
community and the happiness of a great many 
of our workers. Another thing was the rais- 
ing of the school-leaving age to 15 years, and 
later on to 16 years. He would also advocate 
pensions and fix the retiring age at 65, so as 
to allow young men to find employment. He 
would like to stress the need for international 
co-operation in these matters. Instead of 
nations bemg divided against each other, why 
not get back to friendly discussion and settle 
these matters ? | 

Mr. William MeMillan, seconding, said that 
if the nations joined hand in hand sincerely, 
better conditions could be obtained.

He added that Mr. Dawson attempted to 
whitewash the Anglo-Saxon by stating that 
the Roman viilas and cities in Britain 
were all destroyed by the Celts in the year 
367 A.D. The only evidence to support that 
was a contemporary Roman historian, who 
says that the Celtscreated great ravage, and 
the wiping out of all cities and villas would 
certainly bave been described in stronger 
terms. i 


ANCIENT IRISH LAWS. | 


Professor MacNeil] added that with a study 
of the ancient Irish laws all the ideas #bout 
tribes and clans evaporated. This theory 
was never mentioned until the last two hun- 
dred years, but if a clam meant a political 
community consisting of various kins, that 
was exactly what they had in ancient Athens 
and Rome. In ancient Irish society there 
was no such necessary combination of kins. 
So far from the community being composed 
of a single kin, the ancient Irish laws laid 
down principles that ran exactly counter to 
that úa. i 

It was also said that Celtic society was 
essentially a pastoral and warrior society. 
The old Irish laws described every possible 
class of the community, but there was nothing 
in any degree comparable even to the military 
organisation of fevdal Europe. Soldier, 
officer, or commander had no place in the 
ancient Irish laws. 

In conclusion, Professor MacNeill urged 
students to cast away pre-conceived ideas and 
to rely solely on the evidence. es

INCUMBENTS’ INCOMES. 
The Council, having at their disposal the 
sum of £1,026, voted by the General Synod 
for distribution by the Council at its dis- 
cretion, decided, in the first instance, to 
raise the income of all incumbents to £250 
a year. This absorbed the sum of £271. 
This being done, all such incumbents became 
entitled to the further grant which was dis- 
tributed to those in Class I 
No incumbent whose income exceeds £400 
a year shared in the distribution, and no 
grant was made of a larger amount than was 
necessary to bring the income up to £409. 
In determining the class into which 
beneficiary falls, the calculations were valida 
rom the returns received from the parishes. 
Owing to the reduction in the amount re- 
ceived from the General Synod, it was neces- 
sary to make a reduction in the grants for 
this year, 


CHURCH EXTENSION. 
The revort records that the late Captain 
Richard Blakiston-Houston, on behalf of the 
Blakiston-Houston Estates Company. very 
generously offered a site for, church building 
purposes at Orangefield, on condition that 
the Belfast Church Extension Committee 
defrayed the cost of road-making, drainage, 
etc., adjoining the site. 
This offer has been very gratefully accepted, 
and a sum of £1,000 has been earmarked for 
the erection of a mission hall on the site. 
and £500 for the cost of road making and 
drainage. 
Concluding the report, the Council express 
their ‘“‘ wondering thankfulness’’ at the way 
in which the people, in times of reduced in- 
comes, crushing taxation and widespread un- 
employment, are maintaining their contribu- 
tions to the Church. 
“It is a reassuring evidence of their deep- 
seated love for her and their sense of 
appreciation of her work. Despite the 
altered circumstances. the financial support 
of the parishes and of the various societies 
has shown little falling off. If adversity be 
a test of loyalty, then our Church in this 
diocese is well established in the affection of 
her people. Last winter was a time of ex- 
ceptional and, indeed, of unsettling strain for 
great numbers of the unemployed of Belfast. 
The Committee of tha Protestant Churches, 
which was formed to meet the emergency, 
was, under the chairmanship of the Lord 
Bishop, able to do a great work in relieving 
multitudes of acutely distressed families. The 
operations of this Committee were a gratify- 
ing instance of the happy co-operation of the 
Churches in social service, and also showed 
how close the Churches are in sympathy 
with the masses of the people. Whatever 
may be the conditions in other countries, in 
Belfast and the large centres of population in 
our diocese, there is full confidence between 
the working classes and their clergy. We 
rejoice at the signs which we believe are at 
last appearing. that the worst of the trade 
depression is over. But the moral conse- 
quences of chronic unemployment present a 
problem that calls for anxious consideration. 
During the vear one new church was conse- 
crated in Belfast—that of St. Martin’s, Bally- 
macrrrett—in-connéction with the Southern 
Mission. ‘The fine congregation that worships 
there shows how real was the need in that 
populons district.. ard how ‘successful has 
been the work of the Mission.”’

In imposing such 
mathematiea} unity on a small part. of our 
civilisation, there was the risk of destroying 
the greater harmony of the whole. 


PROGRESS OF SCIENCE, | 


The French Minister, M. Guerlet, said that 
the progress of science had greatly complicated 
the organisation of the State, which hal 
taken on functions that it never needed to 
have before. As regards the democratic idea, 
the government of the people could obviously 
not be carried out by the minority, but the 
latter were sufficiently safeguarded by the 
Constitution, while proportional representa- 
tion secured them a proper voice in affairs. 
Mr. Lyons had criticised the State for enter- 
ing too much into the business of ordinary 
life, but what would one think of a State 
which did not provide the public services 
which modern States were providing? The 
State’s primary function, he added, was that 
of a policeman: it stood for security before 
everything else. : 

At the present time there was a crisis of 
nationalism, but he hoped the day would 
come when the motto of the French Revolu- 
tion, “ Liberty, Equality, Fraternity,’’ would 
be adopted by all countries. What’ was 
needed was a compromise between national 
independence and the solidarity of nations. 


FREE STATE CONSTITUTION. 


Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, T.D., said that 
Mr. Lyons, seeing the growth of State 


power and the diminution of personal 
rights. seemed to fear that the final 
result 


would be Communism, where -per- 
sonal dignity would disappear altogether. 
He had referred to the Free State Constitu- 
tion, condemning it for stating that all 
authority came from God to the people, as 
ro agg nen the deification of the State. He 
(Mr. Fitzgerald) also objected to this clause, 
but for a different reason. 

He denied that authority came from God 
to the people, or that it had ever existed in 
the people. Authority came from God to the 
Government, and Article 2 (which did. not 
even mention the derivation of the authority 
from God) was quite false. 

For Mr. Lyons the State was no more than 
the ‘‘ collectivity ” of the ‘people, but. the 
State had an end which was quite distinct 
from that of all its individual citizens. .More- 
over, the secularisation of the State had 
given it limitless authority, and it was this 
kind of modern State which was a menace to 
personal liberty. The more one recognised 
the difference between the common and the. 
particular good, the more one saw that poli- 
tics were a branch of moral science. 

The State could pursue its own ends, but 
it should be hmited by the fact that it had 
not the right to direct its activties in such 
a manner as to deny to its citizens the right 
to em their own individual ends, 
Morality governed both the State and the 
individual, and thus the guestion could be 
reconciled, because each recognised an autho- 
rity which was above them. 

Man could protest against the State, and 
even refuse to obey it, when the State went 
beyond its lim.ts and tried to force him 
against his own well-being, and he could 
protest in the name of a higher authority 
than the State. Similarly, the State could 
force the individual to accept the common 


good.

The Governmént of Northern Ireland has, 
therefore, decided to implement the under- 


a loan to the Northern Ireland Bacon-Market- 
ing Board, which, as in the case of the 
British proposals, ‘will be repayable by the 
Pigs-Marketing Board, over a period com- 
mencing March 1st. 1934. The fund will, as 
in ‘the case of Great Britain, be available 
solely íor the purpose of. recouping losses 
sustained by curers through adherence to the 
standard price.. 

The Government of Northern Ireland is 
satisfied that the .existing standard price in 
Northern Ireland of 58s. 6d. must be main- 
tained during the period ending February 
28th, 1934, and: that any lower price would 
fail to cover or make adequate return to the 
farmer for his costs of production. 


. CONDITIONS. 


In offering this concession to the Northern 
Ireland Bacon-Marketing Board, the Govern- 
ment has attached the following conditions :-— 
1. That the ‘Northern Ireland standard price 

” of 58s. 6d. per dead cwt. shall remain in 

‘foree until February 28, 1934. 
2. That the Bacon Marketing Board take up 

between November 1 and February 28, 
' 1964. the whole of the quota of 120,000 
Northern Ireland pigs which has been 
allotted, and continue to purchase their 
supplies without any deviation from the 
custom which has prevailed in the past. 

The Government desires to make it quite 
clear that the proposal with regard to com- 
pensation in respect of any possible monetary 
less that may he experienced by curers dur- 
ing the period in question, will not apply to 
any curer who fails, for whatever reason, to 
adhere strictly to the standard price of 
58s. 6d. per dead cwt. 3 


POSITION OF CURERS, 


Mr. Kenneth D. T.. Sinclair, Chairman... re- 
viewed the pig situation to-day at the annual 
meeting. of the Ulster Curers’ Association, 
which was held in Belfast. He said that at 
the time when the standard prices were 
fixed, at: the. beginning of September, the 
market already had commenced to decline, 
and despite the introduction of quotas the 
market value of the Northern Ireland product 
had fallen since the standard prices were 
fixed by no less than 29.41 ner cent. in the 
case of hams and 16.20 per cent. in the case 
of roll bacon. It was not certain that the 
fall had been arrested. At the outset of the 
scheme many of the curers suffered heavy 
ioss by clearing up pork markets on the 
basis of the standard price, but public 
memory was short, and now that the prices 
uad turned out to be so highly uneconomic 
curers were blamed for not continuing to buy 
pork.at a. heavy loss. ' 
The first main adverse factor in: the 
‘Situation was the poor market. for bacon and 
hams in Great, Britain. during the past six 
weeks, where prices had fallen quite drastic- 
ally, and the finished bacon shipped from the 
Free State, Canada, and other exporting 
countries had been pressed on the market at 
prices. which were only slightly above the 
price fixed for the raw material in their 
pork markets. 

A second adverse factor was the position 
created by shipments from the Free State, and 
In view of the interest in this factor and the 
misunderstanding of the situation it was well 
to state that the Free State, like other hacon- 
producing counries, had been allotted a quota 
by the British Government, with penalties 
not only for exceeding but also for non- 
fulfilment of their full allowance. By the 
system of subsidies given in the Free State 
by their Government, bacon had been offered 
very cheaply not only in the British market, 


- 


but also in Northern Ireland. 


THE FREE STATE. 

As regards the purchases of pork in the 
Free State, it should be understood that the 
unit or area in which farmers catered for the 
requirements of the Northern curers always 
had been the six counties of Ulster, and up” 
to the present time about 30 per cent. of the 
pigs handled by Ulster curers came from the 
Free State. ‘here was, therefore, no parti- 
cular crime ou the part of curers who were 
regular legitiniate buyers in that area in 
keeping up their connections so long as the 
market was open. And if Northern buyers cut, 
down their purchases of carcases, the 
handling of which was for. the general good 
of their business, not forgetting the question 
of employment, it would only add to the 
volume of imports of bacon from the Free 
State at harmful competitive prices. There 
was no doubt that Free State pigs in the 
past six weeks were very substantially 
cheaper than Northern pigs. and that was 
not only on account of the bounty, but be- 
cause the market there, being uncontrolled 
as régards prices, followed the course of the 
bacon market both in England and in 
Northern Ireland, 


FARMERS’ PLIGHT. 


‘‘In view of this situation,” he continued, 
“I, as Chairman of the Bacon Board, have 
made every efiort to get the standard price 
brought into line with economic facts, even 
if it were only to be for a brief temporary 
period. I know, ás many other curers know, 
that the crdinary small and medium farmer 
in Northern Ireland is in a desperate plight 
because he cannot market bis pork owing to 
the rigidity of the system of standard prices. 
All kids of pressure and offers are made to 
the curets to relieve the farmers of their pigs 
on ony terms. It has been impossible to get 
either tha Ministry of Agriculture or the 
Pigs Marketing Board to look at the problem 
from the urgent. angle of practicability, and 
I can only reach the conclusion that, once 
an official scheme is set up, it 1s the scheme 
that dominates the minds of those administer | 
ing it rather than the needs of the individual 
farmers. vas , 

“ No one is more jealous than I am of the 
interests of the curers in Northern Ireland 
and the farmers who produce the pork which 
is so suitable for our .specialised trade. No 
one is more anxious to get the pork markets 
functioning again. But such a policy will 
be impossible until there is a proper re- 
adjustment ‘in the price relationship. as 
between the pigs sold dead, through the pork 
markets, live through the sale yards or 
auctions, ot live through the Pigs Marketing

RESCUERS ALMOST 
DROWNED. 


Four men struggling in the waters of the 
Liffey opposite the Custom House, Dublin, 
yesterday morning, drew an excited. crowd to 
both banks to watch the attempt at rescue.

All four. were struggling in the water, but 
were brought safely ashore by another Guin- 
ness’s barge, Seapoint 32, which joined in 
the tescne work. The crew of this barge— 
John Downs, James Stewart, John O'Neill 
and ‘Edwin Tobin—succeeded in pulling the 
men onboard, and landed them at the 
Custom House quay. 

#Andrew Murphy and Grimes were none the 
worse for their wetting, but Mullen and 
Michael Murphy were taken to Sir Patrick 
Dun's Hospital in the Dublin Corporation 
ambulance. Murphy was discharged 1m- 
wediately, but Mullen has been detained, as 
he is suffering from shock and exposure.

The speakers who were there to address 
the meeting .were law-abiding men, and it 
the people followed their advice they would 
be quite safe. 

Mr. Sean Broderick, T.D., said that the 
main object of the meeting was to condemn 
in the strongest terms possible the dastardiy 
outrage recently committed in the adjoining 
parish of Ballinagar. They had no parallel 
for such a crime. Even in the days of the 
British régime, when the convicts of the Eng- 
lish prisons were let loose on the people, an 
outrage such as this was never committed on 
defenceless men and women, and even chil- 
dren. 

Mr. Hogan, T.D., said that his party 
passed the Public Safety Act, and a good Act 
it was. ‘It is: in operation at the present 
time,” he saia, “against a few unfortunate 
farmers down in Waterford who are unable 
to pay their rates. When we put the Public 
Safety Act into force, before the 1931 elec- 
tion, what. happer.d’ in one month there 
were more informers in this county than was 
found in the whole of Ireland. (Laughter.) 
They had hardy youag fellows going around 
with their guns in 1932 threatening their neigh- 
bours, intimidating, and mouthing about the 
Republic and calling themselves soldiers— 
prostituting the word soldier, an honoured 
ideal in every country, and the moment the 
late Government passed the Public Safety 
Act these so-called Lit. A. men could not be 
stopped telling of their neighbours, with the 
result that every barrack in the county was 
filled with informers. The very moment their 
yellow skins were in danger they collapsed.
